Opposition Voiced 


To Raytheon Plans 


The first public discussion of 
Raytheon’s requests for the re= 
zoning from residential to 
industrial of land adjoining Routes. 
93 and 133 as the site for a new 
plant brought considerable criti- 
cism Monday night at Andover High 
School. 

The occasion was an open hear= 
ing called by the selectmen on the 
nine-article special town meeting 
warrant which will be acted on 
July 31. 

Town Manager Richard J, Bowen 
bore the brunt of the criticism 
when he attempted to answer some 
of the questions put to him after 
he had outlined Raytheon’s needs 
and why they should be met, 

More than 100 men and women 
were in attendance, most of them 
from the area which would be 
changed from residential to in= 
dustrial for Raytheon’s benefit, 


With the use of maps and dia- 
grams, Bowen pointed out the areas 
in question, He showed that a com= 
plete cloverleaf would be created 
at the site so as to take all traffic 
from the new plant onto Route 93 
and keep it off town streets, 

Bowen told the audience that one - 
of Raytheon’s reasons for wanting 
to get away from Shawsheen Vil- 
lage is the parking problem, He 
indicated that this would be elimin= 
ated at the proposed new location, 

The manager said that as much 
of the site as possible would be 
left in its natural state, including 
an apple orchard, and _ that 
eventually a playground would be 
provided by Raytheon for the use 
of the town, 

He said the new plant would be 
erected in three stages with an 
office building and an assembly

natural environment in Europe and 
the United States, 

Except when they are migrating, 
American hawks live more solitary 
lives than Europe’s lesser kes= 
trels, Before pesticides, egg-= 
hunters, falconers and pigeon 
fanciers extirpated them in the 
Northeastern states, anoccasional 
pair of peregrine falcons built 
a nest on some tall spire or sky= 
scraper ledge in a city, But none 
of our hawks has nested in large 
colonies as the lesser kestrels 
do. 
Since we were aware that around 
the rim of the Mediterranean, 
birds are more likely to be eaten 
than watched by the natives, we 
were somewhat surprised on a 
recent trip abroad by both the 
numbers and diversity of birds in 
Spain, Greece and Lebanon, 

Although all these countries have 
been radically . altered. by man, 
they, ‘have not kept pace’ with the 
United States’. ‘in the: more 
sophisticated chemical pollutants 
of air, water and soil, The land 
and water have been so saturated 
with such old-time ps'utants as 
human sewage that one dare not 
drink untreated water, But de= 
tergents and pesticides seem rare, 

The fact that little or nothing is 
done for bird welfare - and, in= 
deed, that every shotgun seems 
turned against them - would seem 
to be less deleterious to birds 
than the by-products of our normal 
living patterns have been,

‘Veterans May 
Have Checks 
Sent To Bank 


Many veterans and other bene- 
ficiaries are finding it to their 
advantage to have their disability 
compensation or pension checks 
from the Veterans Administration 
sent directly to their bank for 
deposit to their account, William 
F, Connors, Manager of the Boston 
Veterans Administration Regional 
Office, said, 

They have learned that checks 
sent directly to their bank are 
usually on deposit by the first of 
each month, or the same time 
they would be delivered to their 
homes, Connors said, However, 

| if veterans are hospitalized, on 
a trip, or have moved, there is no 
delay in obtaining the proceeds of 
a VA check that has been sent 
directly to their bank, since they 
can write a check on their account 
at the bank, 

Connors pointed out that all a 
veteran or a beneficiary need do 

‘to have a VA check sent to his 

_ bank each month is to advise the 
bank of his intention and fill out a 
standard form giving the bank 
power of attorney to receive his 
checks, 

At the same time, he should 
notify the Veterans Administra- 
tion office where his records are 
maintained to forward his checks 
to the bank, 

The veteran’s bank account num- 
ber and his VA claim number 
should be included in all corres- 
pondence on the subject, Connors 
advised,

plant to go up first, followed by 
two more assembly plants, 

Bowen said the first stage would 
cost between $8 and $10 million 
while the second and third stages 
would cost about $10 million, He 
said that this would result in 
$20 million for a tax base. 

“I’m not here to tell you that 
your taxes are going down ~- they 
are not,”’® Bowen said, 

He then said that the town is faced 
with building a water treatment 


plant, a sewerage treatment 
facility and a new school in 
October, 


**The town is in good financial 
condition,’ he said ‘“‘but if it is 
going to stay that way it needs 
such new industries as Raytheon,’’ 

Bowen indicated how costs have 
risen in Andover when he said that 
in 1961 it cost $350 to educate 
a child while now the cost is close 
to $1,000, 

**And there are very few homes 
in Andover that don’t have at least 
two kids in them’® he said, 

He said that Raytheon did not 
represent the acquisition of a new 
industry but rather the retention of 
one already in the town, He said 
that other communities are trying 
very hard to attract the firm away 
from Andover, 

When the manager began to an= 
swer questions, it was obvious that 
the residents of the involved area 
want no part of rezoning, 

One asked what would happen if 
the area was rezoned and then Ray= 
theon backed out, indicating that the 
land could be sold for other indus= 
trial uses, 

**How do we know what intention 
Raytheon hus if granted,’* Bowen 
replied, 

Selectman Sidney P, White said 
that if the voters reclassify the 
land to industrial and Raytheon 
does not build, it should be re= 
zoned again at once back to resi- 
dential. 

The questioners wanted to know 
why Raytheon did not build its plant 
in an area already zoned for in= 
dustrial use, 

Bowen contended that Raytheon 
at no time considered the Lowell 
Junction area, He _ said that 
industrial zoning ‘*had to be played

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Editorial Comment 


Opening Round 


It remains to be seen if the critical attitude of some of 
those attending the public hearing Monday night on the 
special town meeting warrant is indicative of the town 
population at large. 

Spokesmen for the group questioned the town manager 
sharply about the Raytheon Company plans for a new build- 
ing off Route 93 at the junction of Route 133. 

The articles in the warrant call for rezoning of the tract 
and the appropriation of funds for installation of water and 
sewer lines. The town manager extolled the advantages of 
accommodating Raytheon: an eventual $20 million tax base 
and a lot of jobs. Those opposed felt that their section of 
town should be left as a residential area. 

There are going to be a couple of more public hearings, 
one by the. planning board and another by the selectmen, 
and then comes the special town meeting. 

That’s when the chips will be down. 


He Moves On 


A familiar figure will be missing from the community 
when another academic year rolls around in September. 

Rev. Vincent A. McQuade, O.S.A. who has been presi- 
dent of Merrimack College since its founding 21 years ago 
will have taken up new duties as the Augustinian Pro- 
vincial Treasurer-Economist, a position which will take 
him away from the suburban campus. 

Fr. McQuade was ‘not only the president of Merrimack 
College, he was also a man very active in the civic affairs 
in the area. He was a forceful leader and the college he 
and his associates brought into being will be an everlast- 
ing tribute to his competency. 

Moving up to fill the post vacated by Fr. McQuade will 
be Very Rev. John R. Aherne, O.S.A., who has served as 
academic vice president of Merrimack since 1962. Through 
his office, he has been close to the student body over the 
years. 

When there was some unrest among the students at Merri- 
mack at one time, Fr. Aherne made the comment: ‘‘We don’t 
want a lot of sheep roaming around on the campus.’’ 

With his distinguished background in education, there 
is little fear that the Merrimack campus will become a 
pasture. 


Cool It 


The torrid mid-summer heat wave that hit this week made 
those who had it very thankful for air-conditioning. Offices 
with air-conditioning are pretty much the order rather than 
the exception these days. Among the exceptions are the 
majority of the offices in the town hall. 

_ As one town official, working in an office without any 
cooling system, pointed out, the present town hall will be 
used a number of years. He figured that an appropriation 
in the vicinity of $7,500 wo@ld provide air-conditioning 
units for all of those offices which do not now have them. 

This is something the selectmen should look into. Folks 
working under comfortable circumstances are much more 
efficient workers. 


Postal Service 


The post office department’s 32,000 local postmasters 
and all the rural carriers would be exempt from political 
patronage if the recommendations of a presidential commis- 
sion are adopted. 

The idea is to tum the post office department into a non- 
profit government corporation and put it into the ranks of 
private enterprise. The commission’s report says the 
postal system is ‘‘in crisis’’ and needs a complete over- 
haul. 

When congress granted President Johnson’s request for 
a tax hike it ordered that government spending be cut. 

The postmaster general’s answer was that many small- 
town post offices would be closed and Saturday mail deliv- 
ery stopped. In addition, routes would not be extended to 
new housing developments and business mail distribution 
would be lessened. 

President Johnson was reported to have acted cautiously 
on the commission’s recommendation. He wants a review 
and a ‘‘sobering judgment’’ report. 

Most of-us are glad to pay for the services we receive. 
If we have to, perhaps we’ll be willing to pay more and go 
back to the horse and buggy era when the postman always 
rang twice a day.

Andover accepted management 
government because it was said to 
be business-like: And a principle 
of business is to plan ahead to 
avoid emergencies; not create 
them, 

It is reasonable to assume that 
Raytheon keeps its plans in good 
order for 2 to 9 years ahead; at 
least it implies so in its Annual 
Reports, Hence it seems there 
is a lack of candor in the assump=- 
tion that Raytheon has only re- 
cently decided to modify its opera= 
tions in Andover or that it fails 
to inform our civic managers, 

It is a puzzle then why all the 
hurry on the part of the select- 
men to call a special town meeting 
at a time not conducive to normal 
participation, 

Worse still, to date, Raytheon 
has indicated little that suggests 
that it is motivated by, or has an 
enlightened program compatible 
with progressive civic-industrial 
relationships. 

For instance I) Raytheon is 
asking a large favour from Ando= 
ver: Converting an area _ into 
another use and 2) granting the 
favour would obligate Andover to 
continuous capital, operation and 
maintenance costs which would 
consume up to 96% of the new 
taxes let alone place another load 
in the cumulative balance which is 
steadily changing the town’s 
country aspects into those of cities, 

To these implied costly burdens 
on Andover’s general welfare must 
be added Raytheon’s oversight, to 
date to even suggest that it shall 
add a portion of residential land 
in return for the area it seeks to 
industrialize, It could do that by 
agreeing to remove all its Shaw- 
sheen buildings, cultivating the 
area with trees and grass and then 
donate it to AVIS, 

So far Raytheon has given little 
to indicate that it is aware of the 
causes of the need for urban re- 
newal, students’ loss of faith in 
today’s Capitalism as _ here 
practiced and the cause of civic 
unrest; The Town's civic mana- 
gers remain oblivious to the need 
for candor in our civic matters; 
the lack of which in many places 
is a root cause of national unrest,
